1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-106, 138-152, 165-176 drawn to a conveyor system with a looped 
ribbon that is flexible in a horizontal plane and rigid in a vertical plane, classified 
in class 198, subclass 844.1. 

II. Claims 107-121, drawn to a conveyor system with a looped ribbon having a 
plurality of supports rigidly coupled thereto, classified in class 198, subclass 
687.1. 

HI. Claims 122-138, drawn to a conveyor system with a looped ribbon is driven by at 
lest one wheel, classified in class 198, subclass 842. 

IV. Claims 153-164, 177, drawn to an overhead conveyor system with a looped 
ribbon having a plurality of supports rigidly coupled thereto, classified in class 
198, subclass 465.4. 

V. Claims 178-184, drawn to a conveyor system with a ribbon having a plurality of 
supports rigidly coupled thereto, classified in class 226, subclass 168. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I-V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable.
